NAMED  EDGAR  STONE  LECTURERS 


Elmer  Rice  and  Harold  Clurman,  two  out- 
standing members  of  the  American  theatre, 
will  visit  the  University  for  two  weeks  each 
this  term  to  hold  lectures  and  seminars  under 
the  Edgar  Stone  Lectureship  in  Drama. 

Mr.  Rice,  dramatist,  novelist  and  producer, 
will  be  in  Toronto  from  Feb.  13  to  24.  He 
will  lecture  on  aspects  of  the  independent 
theatre  (or  “little  theatre”)  movement  on 
Wednesday,  Feb.  15,  and  Friday,  Feb.  24. 
On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  of  each  week  he 
will  hold  seminars  in  the  same  field  for  staff 
members,  graduate  students  and  some  senior 
undergraduates. 

Mr.  Clurman,  critic,  director  and  man- 
ager, will  visit  the  campus  from  March  6 to 
17.  He  will  lecture  on  “The  American 
Theatre  at  Present”  on  two  Wednesdays, 
March  8 and  15.  He  also  will  hold  seminars 
on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  during  his  stay. 

The  lectures  all  will  take  place  in  Hart 
House  Theatre  beginning  at  4.30  p.m.  Semi- 
nars will  be  held  at  4 p.m.  in  University 
College;  staff  members  who  would  like  to 
attend  them  are  asked  to  call  Miss  Stevenson, 
of  the  U.C.  Department  of  English,  at  Ex- 
tension 291. 

Elmer  Rice,  born  in  1892,  was  a New 
York  lawyer’s  clerk  until  the  success  in  1914 
of  his  first  play,  “On  Trial”,  which  had  a 
long  run  in  New  York  and  London.  He 
made  his  great  reputation  as  a dramatist  in 
the  1920s  with  “Street  Scene”  and  “The 
Adding  Machine.”

Since  the  production  of  “Street  Scene” 
in  1929,  he  has  staged  all  his  own  plays.  He 
is  a former  regional  director  of  the  Federal 
Theatre  Project  of  New  York,  a former 
director  of  the  Playwrights’  Company,  and 
a past  president  of  the  Dramatists’  Guild. 

His  latest  book,  The  Living  Theatre, 
appeared  in  1959.  He  has  written  three 
other  books,  two  of  them  novels,  and  has 
lectured  on  the  theatre  at  University  of 
Michigan  and  New  York  University. 

Harold  Clurman’s  first  connection  with 
the  theatre  was  at  the  Greenwich  Village 
Playhouse  in  1924,  in  the  company  of 
Eugene  O’Neill,  Robert  Edmond  Jones  and 
Kenneth  McGowan.  He  joined  the  Theatre 
Guild  in  1925,  as  assistant  stage  manager, 
and  from  1929  to  1931  was  its  play-reader. 
In  1931  he  founded  the  Group  Theatre, 
about  which  he  wrote  later  in  The  Fervent 
Years;  its  notable  productions  under  his 
direction  included  “Success  Story”,  “Golden 
Boy”  and  “Waiting  for  Lefty”.  He  directed 
motion  pictures  during  the  1940s,  among 
them  “Golden  Boy”  and  “Awake  and  Sing.” 

During  the  1950s,  he  directed  “Desire 
under  the  Elms”,  “Time  of  the  Cuckoo”, 
“Member  of  the  Wedding”,  “The  Emperor’s 
Clothes”,  “Mademoiselle  Colombe”,  “Bus 
Stop”,  “Tiger  at  the  Gates”,  “Waltz  of  the 
Toreadors”  and  “Orpheus  Descending.” 

He  became  drama  critic  of  The  Nation 
in  1953.  His  latest  book  of  criticisms.  Lies 
Like  Truth,  appeared  in  1958.
